Inc. (as before) in every 6th row until there are 82 
[B 94] [C 106] sts., then in every following 8th row 
until there are 98 [B 104] [C 110] sts. 

Continue until side edge measures 19 ins. (48 cm) 
(or length desired) from commencement, finishing with 
a purl row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row.

Using a flat seam, join bands then using back-stitch 
sew bands in position. Sew on buttons. Press seams. 
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
